made other minor changes. 
There 


was lit lie doubt but what the house 
will also concur in,the report when 
it was taken up later today. 


The 
conference report 
on the 


measure further curbs the power of 
the state board of tax commission- 
ers in any way. Their salary was 
reduced 
from .-ffi.OOO to 
$4,600 a 


year. 


The Masters amendment prohib- 


iting the filing of any suit on a note 
or mortgage was stricken out. 


Tie state auditor .and secretary of 


slate were removed from the board 
to have charge of naming the state 
commissioners, leaving the power in 
the hands of the governor. 


The amount rff mortgage deduc- 


tion, which was increased toy the 
senate amendment to $1,500 .and 
which is under the present law $700, 
was made $1000 in the report. 


If the report is the one finally con- 


curred in by both houses, the fol- 
lowing things will b eprovided: 


The state board 
of tax commis- 


sioners to have extensive power to 
order re-assessments of real etsate 
in any year, and to equalize valua- 
tions on its own initiative, not- only 
as between taxing units, but as be- 
tween individuals. 


The state board of tax commis- 


sioners to have power to remove lo- 
cal assessing officials who did not do 
their duty. 


Requiring approval of state board 


of tax commissioners before bond is- 
sue may. be voted, but giving tax- 
pavers power to overcome by ref-

RATIONS INCREASED 


It is Expected That Food Cards Will 


be Continued For a While 


After May First. 


(By United Press.) 


London, Feb. 20. (By Mail)— 


Food control is to continue for a 


while, at least, in England. 


Restrictions on the sale of certain 


articles will be lightened, and in 
some cases removed. 
The govern- 


ment has no intention, of stepping 
out yet from its direction of the na- 
tion's diet. 


The sugar ration has been in- 


creased 
from one-half pound to 


three-quarters of a pound per week, 
per person. 
The weekly margarine 


ration has been increased. Certain 
kinds of meats may 
be obtained 


without coupon. 


It is expected that food cards will 


be continued for a while after May 1, 
the date 
when the present 
food 


books expire. 


The sub-committee appointed by 


the Consumers' Council to investi- 
gate food control has pointed out 
that "before the nation can drop 
control of importatioa and distribu- 
tion of foods it is necessary to have 
some effective weapon with which to 
deal with the food trust. 


The committee recommends that: 
So long as there Is a risk of 


scarcity 
of essential food 
stuffs, 


government control be maintained. 
Retail prices should be fixed. 


Registration should he continued, 


but the public should be allowed to 
change shopping places at short in- 
tervals if desired. 


The national kitchens and restau- 


rant system should be extended. . 


The government should continue 


to import food from 
overseas, so 


long as there, is risk of scarcity. 


The report continues: 
"The question is one of national 


and ultimately international organ- 
ization. 
It is intimately connected 


with the question of State control of 
shipping, the possibility of controll- 
ing food trusts and effectiveness of 
cooperative action. 


"Obviously, if food trusts extend 


their operations to all markets, the 
only possible means ot meeting this 
action is by the action of the tatc."
